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M'Quarrie Urges 
Pension Reform

More than 168 people attended 
a political rally under the aus­ 
pices .of the Democratic Service 
club of the 66th Assembly Dis­ 
trict at the home of Mrs. Clara 
Conlon, at 1207 West 71st street, 
last Saturday night. Dr. Charles 
W. McQuarrle, Congressional 
chairman and democratic candi­ 
date for Congress in the 17th 
district, delivered the main ad­ 
dress.

OIL ACTIVITY BRINGS MANY 
NEW INDUSTRIES TO CITY

State Sets New 
Voter Record

By UNITED PRESS
The final California registra­ 

tion figures for the August 30 
primaries credit Democrats with 
a sizeable gain of 528,615 voters 
while Republicans lost ground 
to the number of 174,404, based 
on the primary registration In 
1934. "

The grand total of 3,437,242 is 
the greatest registration In the 
history of California. The total 
registration In Torrance 4,687  
and In Lomlta 3,290 are also 
new local records.

Democrats now have a total 
of 2,022,726,'more than seven .per­ 
cent higher than two years ago 
and a margin of 779,324 over the 
Republican total of 1,243,402 vot­ 
ers. The Republicans lost only 
105 over the G.O.P. figure of two 
years ago but lagged an addi­ 
tional 140,712 voters behind the 
Democrats In a comparison with 
1936 figures.

California now ranks fifth 
among the states In total regis­ 
tration, being topped only by 
New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois 
and Ohio, The most amazing 
fact was the almost 145 percent 
gain in the Progressive party, 
which jumped from 4,128 in 1934 
to almost 12,000 this year. The 
boost was directly attrlbutabli 
to the contest between Raymond 
L. Halght and Culbcrt L. Olson 
for thd party nomination. Halght 
is a registered Progressive and 
 figured to get on the Novofnbcr 
ballot regardless of his vote ai 
a Republican and Democrat. But 
Olson slipped his name on the 
Progressive ticket at the last 
minute and hopes to win that 
vote as well-as that of his own 
Democratic' party, thus eliminat­ 
ing a third major candidate in 
the finals.

History does repeat Itself as 
any local residents can realize 
from a tour thru the great In­ 
dustrial and oil producing sec­ 
tions of Torrance. Because of 
the great activity in the South 
Torrance field, the "boom" as­ 
pects of 1922-24 are being re­ 
vived as new oil companies, new 
oil well supply warehouses and 
allied Industries arc taking space 
for shops and equipment.

E. Peveto, president of the com­ 
pany, In conferences with Leon­ 
ard Young, acting city engineer, 
revealed . his firm's plans of

refining plant here In the near 
future.

Local drillers, who previously 
have had to send outside the 
city for testing equipment for 
their samples taken from deep 
underground, will shortly he able 
to have the work done right here 
In Torrance when McDonald and 
Burns complete their Jest lab­ 
oratory now building at 2327 
231st street.
